vantage, T)nrannical Monarchs may 
for the future hunt in Safety, where 
there is not a iingle Tree to glance 
an Arrow at them. The Diminu- 
tion in the Article of Timber Trees, 
within lefs than this half Century, 
is no lefs peculiar than deplorable. 
To fee thofe encreafing Funds for fu- 
ture Shipping totally funk, and no Care 
taken to raife others, muft fenfibly 
affeS: every Englijh Heart, who knows 
that his Nation's Safety confifts in her 
Wooden Walls : With fome of which 
our honed Timber-Merchants, even in 
this Time of Scarcity, have lupplied 
our Enemies ; and which may perhaps 
embolden the Prencb to make an

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Atteo^pt upoQ the Land where their 
Veflels ^ew. And yet, when we 
are thys treacherouny felling to our. 
Enemies, we are as eagerly buying up 
Timber from Norway* The iirft 
icandalous Perveriton of felling, and 
the latter no lefs io oi buying, (be* 
qaufe it might have been made unr. 
nece^iry, and in Time it may ftill). 
is what I ihould think defervcd the 
In{pe<^ion c£ the Legiikture to pre* 
vent. As tile Employment of our 
Timber is a National Concern, why 
fhould not the Care and Culture 
of it be the fame ? There was once 
a Reftridion, (which J believe ftill 
fubfifts) laid upon thofe, who had 
the Grant of Forefts from the 
Crown ; that they ihould not cut 

down 
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down any Parcel of Trees without 
an Order from the Treafury : That 
indeed was right and proper; but 
could 9££'i€t thoie only who had 
no Intereft at tfiat Board ; they 
who had, could make fuch an 
Order . a naere Matter of Form. 
Ought it not to be an eftablifhed 
Law, that no Tree fhould be cut 
down, without leaving another near 
it, er planting one at a proper Dif- 
tance ? Ought not whole Acres to 
be properly planted, and fenced off 
till tlicy were out of the -Reach of 
Cattle ? The Eiipence of that, when 
the WOTkmen were upon the Spot, 
would be fo inconfiderable, as fcarce 
to deferve mentioning ; and the fii- 
tpre Benefit fp immenie, as to over- 
balance 
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balance even the Objedions of Ava- 
rice. Nor ought Timber Trees 
only to be thus carefully propagated, 
but thofe alio which fervc for Fire- 
wood : The extravagant Price which 
that goes at in many Places, and 
whick is (till increafing, might be 
reduced by Care ; and unlefs Care 
is taken in tinle, we fhall (hortly be 
left witbout a Chriftmas Log. I 
might write a Volume, were I to 
deicend minutely into all the differ- 
ent Trees and their Ufes, for Ship- 
building, Houfe-building, Fire, &c. 
but fliall only obfervc in general, 
that pur moft fruitful Places leaft 
abound in Wood, though they in 
particular iland moft in need of it; 
and that our Stock of Timber 

throughout 
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throughout the Nation is (6 re- 
duced, that, unlefs fbine fpeedy 
Remedies are applied, the Ruin 
will fall upon us when we {hall not 
have Time to prevent it. Planting 
therefore muil be encouraged ; which 
will relieve us from our prefent Ills, 
and Pofterity will be bound to blefs 
us for our prudential Care of them : 
How this is to be done, I fhall fhew 
at the latter End of this Pamphlet. I 
(hall only obferve in this Place, that 
it is not to be accomplifhed by dif- 
trefling, but benefiting the Publick ; 
not by loading them with any ad- 
ditional Tax in order to make a 
Minifterial Job for fbme Perfbn, who 
will be careful not to do what he 
engages for, but by charitably af^ 

filling 
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lifting the Poor, and promodcg the 
caufe of Virtue. I may perhaps he 
reckoned an Enthufiaft, when I ailert, 
that I am really iiirprized that Men 
of Fcfftune do not employ their Time 
in this manner. I am very certain, 
that the other Amufements they 
run into are fo far from being able 
to (land in Competition with that 
mc»e profitable one of raifing Nur- 
feries and planting Trees, that the 
very naming them with it would be 
a fufficient Inve^live : Let eiach Gen- 
tleman Gonfider them, in his own 
Mind ; He will fee the Force of 
what I fay: Let him refleA upon 
Horfes and Dogs, Wine and Women, 
Cards and Folly, &c. and then upon 
Planting. Will not die laft cn-

worthy of employing all his Atten- 
tion? Can diere be a more g^ted, 
a more rational Amusement? Can 
any thing tend more to the prefenr-.

Pleafiire ? Does not a Man's Plant- 
m^ appear like a Creation of his own, 
anfing round him, defending him

Nay, if 
he has had an early Tafle for it, even 
in his own Days he will £nd the 
Sweets and Profit of it. Evykn re- 
lates a St(»*y of an Italian. Nobleman,

loaded fot the Payment bf her 'For-* 
tune, the Trees fuppHed her with 
Fortune fuiHcient, and the Family 
loft notiiiog. ' It would be nb^ kfs 
prudent than noble iot EfigHJl»n&t 
to imitate this Example.

Coudtty-Paro^ial-Oiurcfhes, which

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Periecutions, in Caverns and Vaiilts- 
of the Earth : And I own it, I 
cannot help looking upon Church- 
Mufic, efpecially where there is any 
{uch folemn Meeting, as a n^c^f&ry 
Part of the Divine Service. Such, 
an Organ therefore might be biiilt as^ 
would fuit the Size of the Room,- 
without breaking too much into the 
Charity; nay it might be of great • 
Service to it, rather than a Diminu- 
tion ; as there is nothing that calms l 
our Paflions, and raifes our Adec-t 
tions; nothing that deprefles the 
Man, and elevates the ChriAian, (o 
much as this Sort of Melody ; and^ 
if at thefe Times a Voluntary Col- 
ledion was to be made at the Door. 
of the Church, I doubt not, but 

that 
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that the Amount would be fufficient 
to defray all Expences upon that 
Head, and add fomething to the 
Charity itfelf. The next Charitable 
Step would be the Founding a School 
in the Parifh, or others near it, 
where it was wanting ; which Scho(d 
might be eftabliflied upon flich Terms, 
as that the poor Children of each 
Sex might be taught their Duties 
to Society, as well as thofe to God, 
and by being properly employed in 
their Infancy, be brought up fb, as 
to be of Service to, and not a dead 
Weight upon the Community : The 
Boys might be taught to do fuch 
Work, as is mod adapted to their 
Age and " Growth ; the Girls might 
Spin, &c. In London thofe excef- 

five 
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five Charities are mi&pplied; the 
Boys call each other Mafter, and 
the Girls are all Mifles : The firft caa 
write £ne Hands, and the latter 
mend Lace : I ihoald be h^th to 
rcflcd on any Charity, fo muft 
sot go further; nor fhould I 
have gone fo far, had I not feen 
Charity Girls juft by Lmdofty with 
each of them their Fans in their 
Hande, inftead of Common Prayer 
Books. J could wiOi to have the 
Errors of their CondwSt avoided, 
and whatever is mod conducive to 
Religion and Publick Good ieleded 
iot our Scheme: Our Boys might 
advance the Charity, to which thi^ 
were indebted for their Education, 

by working in bufy Times in the 

Nurfery, 
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Nuriery, unddr proper Care and 
Rdbidions. Having mentioned 
Schools and Mufick, I think it 
highly proper that the Mafters in 
each fhould not have their Places 
Settled on them for Life, but fhould 
depend upon their good Behaviour, 
and prudent Condud, for their 
Continuance in them; and be re- 
fponfible to the Society at their 
Annual Meeting, for the Mifcar- 
riage of any Perfon committed to 
their Care. The great Influence 
which a Society of feled Gentle- 
meii of Probity and Worth would 
have upon thefe Places more im- 
mediately under their Inlpedion, 
and on thofe adjoining ; the Emu-

lation it would raife in others ; 
the Number of Hands it would 

F employ 
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etnploj ; and the Focn- it might 
relieve by founding Hofpitala for 
their Reception in Uhieilefs, (when 
thie Charity came to a coniideraUie 
Sum, a3 by uiing ooly the.Inte> 
reft and advancing the Principal, 
it would in Time). The Benefit 
accniing to Poftenty from fuch a 
Scheme, and the Pleafure refulting 
to each Individual at prelent, whe^ 
ther as a Member . or Enoourager 
of the Sodety, need only be hinted, 
not enlaiged upon; as every Per^ 
fon's own Thoughts will fupply him 
with fliificient Arguments ia this 
Particular : For the greater Regard 
the Gentlemen of Property ihew- for 
their Pleafure, Profit, Pofterity, and 
Country, the more will this Cha- 
rity rife and extend itfelf ; and

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xaxf grow to ibch a Size, ?\s not 
to be canfined to any pardcuiar 
place or Bedbns; but operate uni<- 
verily for the Good of Mankind, 
and even &aidi out £(x proper Obi^ 
jeds to diftinguifb itielf upon. There 
is no Abfiirdity in flippoiing it to 
encrea& £> as to enable the Truftees 
to purchaie Livings to be in the.Gifi: 
of llie Society $ the Society, which, 
eaduenoed Ivy the Good of Mankind, 
and the Principles of Chriftiaa Char 
rifi)r, . would : be .careM to {nrefent 
thofe Clergymen only to it, who, in 
the firfl Place delved, and next 
wanted it ; who had a£ted in every 
Particukr, £) as to do Honour to the 
doth; had been zealous for Reli- 
^n; and true to every Jufl and 
Honeft Cauie» From this Society,

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the Worthy, the Poor Clergyman 
would not be Tent away tinpitied, or 
uhroieved, who for a Courfe of Years 
had ftafved upon a Curacy. And 
here the fcandaloUs Sin dP Simony 
intrudes. upon my Mind: Wherever 
this Sodety bought a Living, Simony 
would in that Place be forever de- 
flroyed; . . Happy EffeSt ; as well as 
charitable to the Souls of Men!' 
The infamous Increafe of this Vice, 
and the Folly of thole irreverend. 
Purchalers, at once moires both* 
my Anger, and Contempt. Now 
that I have mentioned Simony,. 
I cannot but lament that . A€t g£ 
Parliament, which was ^paffcd to re- 
train Colleges from purchafing Ad-r 
VQwfons of Livings : That A£t has 
been the Mtful Caufe of that hor-

rid Vice, which has, like a Deluge, 
overfpread this Nation, and which 
in Time may be the Gaufe of its 
Ruin. I will venture to aflert^ that 
Livings could no where be in pro- 
perer Hanik than in thofe of Col- 
leges, : where Simony never enters, 
and where the Fellows, having fo 
long been under, a Neceffity of be- 
having with Virtue and Decorum, 
have now eftablifhed themfelves in 
4 Clourfe of Goodnefs, and will moft 
probably pei-fevere in it to the End 
of their Lives : I lay nothing of their 
Learning, though that is no incon- 
flderable Motive ; for wherever true 
Learning flouriihes, there true Re- 
ligion is mod likely to abound. But 
here ha$ been our Misfortune : Cor- 
rupt Minifters knew the Influence a 

good 
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Clergjrmau has in his Parifht 
They therefore probably contrived \ 

this Ad, that they might put; their 
own Creatures into Boroughs, and by 
ccMTupting them, poifon the whole 
Community. Hence Leami^, Vir- 
tue, and Religion are defpii^ : Bo* 
rou^ Intereft, and Money, carry all 
Preferments: The wortfaiefi Son o£ 
a Fa^ious, Biototifi Cobler, is flobly 
preferred, while the decayed Gende^^ \ 
man's Son,, with every Virtue, and 
Qualiiicati(»i, ftarves, and will fiarve 
to the End of his Ikys in sl triifling 
Curacjr. How happy would the 
Nation be, were there Publick Spi- 
rited Societies in i(^ who wonld la-* 
hour to redrefs thefe Evils I How de- 
{dorable is the Confideration, thait the 
Power of relieving diilrefiied Merit i$ 

taken 
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taken out of your venerable Hands, O 
OXFORD! Your Goodnefs might 
otherwife dilFufe itfelf over the whole 
Ifland, and the Principks of Reli-r 
^on, Virtue, and Honefty, be uni- 
verlally received and re^pedted!
